In a convention, brief and businesslike, 
with every evidence of harmony on issues 
that have to do with the well-being of the 
party, the democrats of Georgia yester- 
day reaffirmed their allegiance to democ- 
racy and placed the state in line with her 
sister states under the banner of William 
J. Bryan. 

The convention subsided mto order in 
response to Chairman duBignon’s gavel at 
noon, and with no delay, and an absence 
of frictioa throughout, the task of the 
convention was disposed of rapidly, untt! | 
at 4 o’clock every duty had been per- 
formed and adjournment was taken. 

Seldom in the history of the party has 
the work of a convention, the size of the 
pne of yesterday, been expedited with | 


such rapidity; but, then, there has séidom 
been one in which so much concord and 
good feeling prevailed, and to this spirit 
of harmony can be attributed the quick 
and concise work of the gathering. 

For fully an hour the delegates strug- 
gled with the contest over the four places 
as representatives of the state at large 
at the national convention, but finally this 
difference was disposed of by the with- 
drawal of V. T. Sanford, of Floyd, and 
John Triplett, of Thomas, from the race, 
leaving the convention unanimous for

No Issue of Prohibition. 

As forecasted in The Constitution of 
yesterday, the fssue of state prohibition 
was not mentioned while the convention 
was in session. Chairman auBignon 
named a strong platform committee with 
Congressman C. Il. Bartlett at its head, 
the members of which being appointed re- 
gardless of the positions on the temper- 
ance issue. The party through legislation 
in the past is pledged to the doctrine of 
local option, and the platform committee, 
by a vote of two to one, decided not to

make of temperance a pclitical issue. In 
the committee room a plank calling for 
local option was introduced by a delegate 
from north Georgia. and defeated by a 
vote of 12 to 7. 

Congressman Bartlett read the sections 
of the platform indorsing the chicago 
platform of 1§9 and pledging the support 
of Georgia to the peerless siatesman, 
William J. Bryan, amid profound a}- 
plause, demonstrating the fact that on 
these two points the democracy of Geor* 
gia is a unit. 

The platform calls for a limitation of 
the power of taxation vested in the legis- 
lature of the state, and suggests a mavxi- 
mum tax beyond which the lawmakers 
cannot go except in time of insurrection 
or war, when the defense of the state is 
necessary. Business corubinations df an 
unlawful nature are condemned in strong 
ierms in the platform, while the imperial 
policy of the republican administrution 
with reference to Porto Rico and th: 
Philippines is inveighed against in power- 
ful terms. 

Governor Candler Gets an Ovation. 


Governor Allen D. Candler with the 
present statehouse officers, including Cap- 
tain R. E. Park, of Bibb, the nominze for 
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state treasurer, were made the nominees 
for the party in the coming e'tection by 
acclamation, Circuit ccvrt judges ard 
soliciters receiving the largest votes in 
the primary were also placed in nomina- 
tion. 

At the close of the session Governor 
Candler appeared in the convention, and 


as the “grand old democrat” from Hal> 


mounted to the speaker's platform he was 
given a reusing ovatfon. The guovernoy. 
in expressing his thanks to the assembied 
democracy, reiterated the pledges he 
made to the convention two years ago. 

Practically no contest was made over 
the two positions of elector from the state 
at 'arge. There were three candidates, 
Hon. Augustus DuPont, of Clinch; Fulton 
Colville, of Fulton, and L. F. Middie- 
brooks, of Newto® the last of whom with- 
drew, although his charces were consid- 
ered good, leaving the positions of elector 
at large to Augustus DuPont and Fulton 
Colville. Their election ate made unani- 
mous.

BISHOP WILMER DIES AF1 
A LIFE OF LONG USEFULNESS 
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Mobile, Ala., June 14.—(Special.)—Bishop 
Wilmer died at 4:40 o’clock this morning, 
quietly passing away as if in sleep. At 
his bedside were all of his immediate 
family. The body will lie in state at 
Christ church here tomorrow and the 
funeral will be he!d tomorrow afternoon. 

Richard Hooker Wilmer was born in 
Alexandria, Va., March 15, 1816. His an- 
cestors came from England at an eariy 
period in colonia! history and sgsettied in 
Kent county, Maryland. His father, Rev. 
William H. Wilmer, moved to Alexandria, 
y¥a., and built up St. Paul’s church in 
that city, afterwards removing to Wil- 
liamsbure, Va., where he became rector 
of the church; a!so president of William 
and Mary college.

The convention then proceeded to the 
nomination of Governor Candler and state. 
house officials, together With judges and 
solicitors of the circuit courts of Georgia. 
Judge J. B. Estes, of Hall, in placing the 
name of Allen D. Candler in nomination 
for governor, referred to the fact that it 
had been his honor to nominate the pres- 
ent chief executive In the convention two 
years ago. 

“I think I can assure Georgians today 
in the light of his first administration 
drawing to a close,”’ said Judge Estes 
“that Georgia has never had a more hon- 
est, courageous and trustworthy * official 
than Governor Allen D. Candler. 
shown himself to be competent to every 
task, able to uphold the majesty of the 
law anywhere and everywhere. His name 
is now a household word in Georgia. In 
the recent primary the people of the state 
from the mountains to the seashore cast 
a willing ballot for his re-election. I¢ ‘s 
my pleasure now, Mr. Chairman, to again 
put in nomination Governor Allen D. 
Candier, of Hall county.” 

The nomination of Governor Candler 
was seconded by M. P. Carroll, of Rich- 
mond, and Pope Barrow, of Chatham. The 
latter referred to the governor’s revolu- 
tionary ancestors and how they. distin- 
guished themselves by hanging-tories tn 
Georgia. He, therefore, seconded the nom.

A roll of the counties was ordered and 
slowly the chairmen of the various coun- 
ty delegations in response to the name of 
their county read out the yote for dele- 
gate at large. Throughout the votes of 
the different counties were divided and 
except ina few instances every county 
gave each candidate at least one vote. 

When the call of the roll was completed 
it was found that Boykin Wright had re- 
celved 312 votes, Jack Spalding 283, Louis

several minutes before the secretarmes

The name of V. T. Sanford, of Fioyd, 
was withdrawn at the request of his 
friends and supporters, many of whom 
were, however, unaware that Sanford had 
received the smallest number of votes. 
Qne county delegation immediately in- 
structed the chair to transfer its votes 
from Sanford to another candidate and 
the request brought similar demands from 
other directions. 


An Appeal from South Georgia. 


Hon. Pope Barrow, of Chatham, stand- 
| ing on the seat of his chair, entered an 


appeal for fair play to south Georgia, “I 
was born and raised,” said Célonel Bar- 
row. “one ane of the red hills of Georgia 
and I know that for fair play the people 
of north Georgia are justly noted. But, 
Mr. Chairman, if you draw a line across 
the state from Augusta to Columbus you 
have to the south as many people as 
there are to the north and more terri- 
tory. You have three delegates at large 
to the north and all we ask to the south 
is only one. delegate. It is a small thing 
we ask and we appeal to your sense of 
justice to actord it to us.” ; 

TheYsouth Georgia contingent, and in 
fact many of the north Georgia delega- 
tions, desired the right to change the 
votes they had cast for Sanford to some 
other candidate and in this way the 
democrats of south Georgia expected to 
elect Triplett, 

Viera Chaiman Brown announced that 
he would erder a roll call on the question 
whether or not a county had the right to 
change its vote aftef the roll call for that 
purpose had been completed. The cali of 
the counties began, but before it’ was 
completed Judge Richard Hobbs, of 
Dougherty, took the floor, and ax he 
stated in the interest of harmony, with- 
drew the name of the south Georgia can- 
didate, John Triplett, of ‘Thomas, and at 
the same tims moved to make the election 
cf the four remaining candidates unani- 
mous. It was a magnanimous thing to do, 
especially after the 2ppeal that had been 
made for,south Georgia, but it seemed at 
the time the only way cut of lue ciunw. 

Both Sanford and Triplett put up a 
strong fight, and both had the solid and 
unswerving support of their districts; but 
they werg the last candidates to enter the 
field, and to this fact can be attributed 
their withdrawal. No fight was made on 


south Georgia, and none was even inti-4 


mated. John Triplett went into the race 
only the night before, when many of the 
delegations were already pledged to other 
candidates, and the fact that he and V. 
T. Sanford, also a late entry, received the 
hgndsome vote they did argues the popu- 
larity and unquestioned ability of bdth. 


Electors Are Chosen. 

After the unanimous nomination of 
Boykin Wright, Jack Spalding, Louts 
Garrard and Wylie Burnett for delegates 
at large, the convention selected the fol- 
lowing alternate delegates: C. H. Brand, 
of Gwinnet; John Triplett, of Thomas: 
liarry C. Fisher, of Coweta, and V. T. 
Sanford, of Floyd. 

Vice Chairman Brown read a communi- 
cation at this point from Chairman J. K. 
Jones, of the national democratic com- 
mittee, requesting the Gecrgia convention 
to select with care their presidential 
electors. Senator Jones stated that in the 
last national campaign there had been 
some quest#On as to the eligibility of dem- 
ocratic electors, and he thought it would 
be unwise to allow such a condition to 
arise again. 

Three names were then placed in nomi- 
nation for the two positions of elector for 
the stats at large—Augustus DuPont, of 
Clinch; Fulton Colville, of Fulton, and L. 
F. Middlebrcoks, of Newton, all three of 
whom developed considerable strength. 
Before the call of the roll on the vote had 
been concluced, the name of L. F. Middle- 
brooks was for some reason withdruwn, 
and the election of the two remaining 
candidates was mace unanimous.

‘SHOOTS ADOPTED 


DAUGHTER TODEATH 


Kentucky Farmer Kills a Girl Becansy ’ 


She Took a Husband. 


HE TAKES HIS OWN LIFE: T00 


He Had Told His Victim He Would 
Kill Her if She Married. 


THE TWO DIED WEAR EACH OTHER 


Thomas Bock, Aged Fifty Years, 
Takes the Life of Mollie Bock, 
Eighteen Years Old. 


Louisville, Ky., June 14—Moved by 
strange jealousy of an adopted daughter, 
Thomas Bach, aged fifty, this afternoon 
shot and killed eighteen-year-old Mollie 
Bach, because she was secretly married 
four weeks ago to Newt Thorne. The 
tragedy occurred at the Bach farm, 
eleven miles from Louisville, on the Tay- 
lor pike. Moilie Bach was adopted twelve 
years ago by the Bach family and given 
their name. Thomas Bach, although he 
is a married man, was intensely jealous 
of the girl and he had told her, it is said, 
that he would kill her if she ever got 
married. Today she showed him the Il- 
cense for her marriage to Thorne, which 
occurred four weeks ago, and had been 
kept a secret until today. Bach imme- 
diately grabbed a pistol and started for 
the girl. She darted through the front 
door of the house, but he caught her and 
shot her three times in the back. Pur- 
suing her into the yard he shot her in the 
left side. The girl fell to the ground and 
Bach put the pistol to her temple and 
shot her again. With the last bullet in 
the pistol he shot himself near the heart.

Crash Was Terrific. 

The force of the two engines coming to- 
gether was terrific.

Dreams Warned Passengers. 

The passengers of both trains had by 
this time surrounded the wreck and many 
humorous things occurred. At least twen- 
ty passengers began to tell of strange 
dreams they had had on the night pre- 
vious, all of which, they declared, were 
warnings of impending danger. One man 
said that he had dreamed his infant son 
had the smallpox, while a woman said 
in her dream she had passed over a river 
that ran water of inky blackness. 

Everybody talked to everybody else and 
nobody paid any attention to -what was 
being said. Then the relief train from 
the city arrived and many of the pas- 
sengers of both trains were brought back 
to Atlanta. Some, however, had gone on 
ahead to the nearest street car lines and 
come into the city before the others. 

As svon as the news of the wreck be- 
came known about the streets many peo- 
ple went out to the scene to view the 
disaster. Chief A. Q. Turner, of ihe 
county police force, was on hand with 
several of his men and gave valuable and 
timely aid to the crew of the wrecking 
train in clearing the track with all speed. 
No one was allowed on the tracks or near 
the wreck. 

The wrecking train arrived about noon 
and in a comparatively short time had the 
line in proper shape. The mangled re- 
mains of the two men who were killed 


| were taken from the mass of splinters and 


bent steel and sent to Patterson's under- 
taking establishment to be arranged for 


burial. 
Mayfield’s Watch Found. 

Engineer Mayfield’s gold watch was 
found by one of the crew of the wreck- 
ing train. The crystal was splintered, but 
the case appeared to be in splendid con- 
dition. The watch had stopped exactly 
at 9:05 o’clock. That wags doubtless the 
tmie—eastetrn time—that the brave oid 
engineer met his death. Mayfield’s spec- 
tacies were also found, but they had been 
crushed into a mass of silver and broken 
glass. 

Mayfield and Davis, the flagman, were 
literally ground to pleces in the wreck. 
Mavfield’s body will be buried this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock. The interment will be in 
Oakland cemetery. The body of Davis 
will be sent to his former home at Chat- 
tanooga. 

Davis had only moved to Atlanta a 
short time ago and had engaged rooms at 
the corner of Davis and Kennedy streets. 


His father, who had been in Augusta, ar- | 


rived in the city yesterday morning on his 
way to Chattanooga and stopped over to 
see his son. He called at Daryis’s ad- 
dress about the time that the young man 
was killed. The flagman was twenty-five 
years of age and of robust built.

The coast 
cities and the interior are thronged 
with peaceful, unprotected non-com- 
batants and our first duty Is to them, 
England sets the whole world a eglow- 
ing example in placing every ambition 
and aim subsidiary to the lives of its 
subjects, and the United States cannot 
afford to take a dissimilar course.

Tgp the first 
time they recognize in agriculture the

they see in the farmer the man with 
the highest moral credit, and the one 
whom it is their imperative duty to 
foster and encourage. Conservative as 
is the bank president. he has not been 
slow to recognize this change, and thus 
we have an enlarged public interest in 
a convention which has hitherto been 
looked upon as dry and dusty, confining 
its interest to the very few. ' 

The bankers are to be congratulated 
upon this change, which is for the bet- 
terment of both the agricultural and 
the financial-interests of the state.

ticket was nominated, the party’s candi- 
dates for judges of. the supreme court 
and for judges and solicitors in a dozen 
or more circuits were named, a platform 
was prepared and adopted, delegates for 
the national convention and electors for 
the state and districts were chosen, and 
a number of minor details of party or- 
ganization’were settled. 

In Kentucky that much work would 
have consumed three or four days, with 


no little work for the police and the 


coroner on the side; Alabama democrats 
would have made the hotel keepers of 
Montgomery happy for at least two days, 
while the lovely fellows who control the 
Virginia conventions are never so heart- 
less as to bring about adjournment un- 
til every man has had an opportunity for 
unloading the speech he has up his 
sleeve. And the Virginians are talkers, 
eyery mother’s son of ‘em! 


We have had much livelier conventions 
than that of yesterday, but as a rule 
there is in some degree the same haste to 
get through that characterized this one. 
The excellent primary system under 
which the people are given the oppor- 
tunity of making their own nomipations 
is to a large extent responsible for this; 
but the chief reason, after all, is the 
Georgia characteristic of getting down to 
business and the concurrent antipathy 
to wasting time. Then, too, the har- 
mony prevailing in the party must not 
be overlooked, for it is a large factor 
in the result, The time which most con- 
ventions spend in wrangling over con- 
tests and over the preliminary and per- 
manent organization is saved for the dis- 
patch of the more important bustness. 
To a visitor in the habit of att@nding 
the conventions of other states there 
woud perhaps seem a laxity of proper 
business methods in a convention where 
there is no official roll of membership; 
but so long as harmony prevails as it 
now does, the need of such-formality is 


not felt. 


Yesterday’s convention was notable for 
the high character of its membership. 
The democrats of the 4ifferent counties 
believe in sending their best men to the 
conventions. The most prominent law- 
yers and men of business take the time 
to attend to the party's effairs. This is 
the general rule. These men were on 
hand this year, and in the attending 
crowd were all the men who hold high 
official position. Of the congressional! 
delegation there was but one, absentee— 
Mr. Brantley, of the eleventh district— 
who has been ill for several weeks and 
whose physician has ordered him to the 
springs for rest. Senator Bacon and 


Senator Clay, Representatives Leste. 
Griggs, Lewis, Adamson, Livingston. 
Bartlett, Maddox, Howard, Tate and 
Fleming—these representatives of the 
state in the national councils were prom- 
inent figures in the convention crowd, 
as were most of the judges and solicitors, 
and many other men holding office. 
There were men who have held high of. 
fice in the past—patriarchs in the party-— 
and young men whom the people will de- 
light to henor in the future; all in alba 
gathering of which any state might be, 
and would be, proud. 

A feature of the proceedings which de- 
serves more than mere passing comment 
was the magnificent tribute paid by the 
entire convention to Hon. Fleming du- 
Bignon. I do not remember aé_ée§ scene 
fraught with more real meaning. A ga 
lant leader in the battles of the party fér 
years, one who has given magnificent 
service to the cause of the party for 
the love of the serving, a man to whose 
brains and executive talents the present 
party success and party harmony are to 
a very large degree due—this man, suf- 
fering physically, so ill, indeed, that his 
doctors regarded his participation in the 
convention excitement unwise, but who 
could not keep away, was given, by the 
democrats who love him, a reception that 
must have touched his heart. When 
his name was presented for permanent 
chairman it was cheered to the echo: and 
when, in response to the convention’s 
unanimous call, he appeared to serve in 


that capacity, there was such an ova- | 


tion as is seldom witnessed in any po- 


waged. The members of the 
sional delegation who have been in tho 
thick of the preliminary fight at Wash- 
ington in which the issues have been 
shaped, if not made, were fhaturally 
more interested in the platform than in 
any other feature of the. convention's 
work, and this platform is a ringing in- 
dorsement of the position they have tak- 
en in the congressional debates. In the 
shape it was presented to the convention 
it was the work of a sub-committee con- 
sisting of Judge Hamilton MeWhorter, 
Judge Kiddoo and Congressman Bart. 
lett, who was chairman of the full com- 
mittee, and if the senators and members 
of the lower house of congress had ar- 
ranged the wording themselves it could 
not have more fully reprevented their 
ideas and the position they have so con.- 
sistently held. It is a safe prediction 
that this Georgia platform will be, in 
spirit if not to the absolute letter, pro- 
mulgated by the national convention at 
Kansas City. 

The delegates selected to represent the 
state in that convention are all excellent 
ment, representing the flower of the par- 
ty and splendidly capable of upholding 
Georgia’s position in the national council. 
The democracy of the northern states 
naturally look to the south for leader- 
ship in shaping the party's affairs, for 
it is here true democracy has its home; 
and it is not making invidtus compari- 
son to say that to Georgia and to Texas 
they turn first. In the conventions or the 
past Georgia has always stood out in 
this role of leader, and the delegation 
sent this year insures the state being 
given similar consideration. AS Senator 
Bacon, who deélined to listen to the ar- 
guments of his friends who wanted him 
to go as delegate-at-large, put it last 
night: “It might be said of the entire 
delegation, but is particularly true of the 
men who as delegates-at-large are the 
natural leaders, that they are all splen- 
did representatives of Georgia democracy 
and are certain to take a high stand 
in the national convention. Three of the 
four, if not all four, have been delegates 
to national conventions in the past, and 
they are thoroughly familiar with the 
work of such gatherings. In addition to 
possessing a firm grasp of democratic 
principles, there is not one of them but 
is just as capable of swaying a conven- 
tion by the force of his argument and 
his eloquence as any man in the party. 
I think the democrats of the state are 
to be congratulated heartily on their 
delegation. Of course, all those men- 
tioned could not be chosen, for-the num- 
ber of places was limited, but the con- 
vention could not possibly have done bet- 
ter.”’ 


Senator Clay was on hand working 
hard in the interests of friends and re- 
ceiving the hearty congratulations of 
democrats from all sections upon the 
splendid record he has made in the up- 
per house of congress. Hie gave his 
hearty approval to the platform prepared 
by the committee and was naturally hap- 
py over the selection of so many of his 
friends upon the Kansas City delegation. 
In all the congressional caucuses the 
wishes of the individual representatives 
were fully consulted. Certainly no great- 
er degree of harmony has ever existed 
in the party. 

Colonel Livingston. was given especial 
congratulation upon his renomination by 
the fifth district convention, held the 
same day as the state convention. The 
resolutions adopted by that district con- 
vention are a model in their expression 
of perfect confidence in a representative, 
and it is an expression of confidence cer- 
tanly in every way deserved. 

In the committee on platform, there 
was but one vote cast against instruct- 
ing the delegation for Bryan. Mr. West. 
of Lowndes, presented a resolution pro- 
viding for an uninstructed delegation.

Alabama contests to the na- 
tional convention has caused consterna- 
tion among republicans in both the Bing- 
ham and Vaughan factions in this sec- 
tion. Surprise is expressed by well-in- 
formed politicians that republican leaders 
in the east have not heretofore learned 
that the scramble over the state chaim 
manship in Alabama was instigated gri- 
marily by the desire of the rival factions 
to control federal patronage. This sudden 
discovery of a condition, which has in no 
way been disguised in this state, and the 
proposition of Committeeman Payne to 
have the Alabama federal office holders 
hauled over the coals for meddling in 
politics, has put a new phase upon the 
republican situation in this state and the 
general belfef is that it will come nearer 
harmonizing the warring factions than 
any other action which could have been 
taken.

To Keep a Finesdiead of Hair. 


‘If you want to keep a fine head of halr 
don’t give it a soap and water shampoo 
oftener than twice a year,’’ said the co’r- 
feur, as she brushed out fairly healthy 
looking brown tresses and talked instruc- 
tively to her patient while she brushed. 
“I’ve been long enough in this business 
to learn that every suit of hair has jo 
be differently treated.. There are scalps 
that actually need water and plenty of 
it, others that grow sore and irritated if 
too vigorously brushed and this happens 


‘to be a naturally fine growth of locks 


sadly injured by too frequent hard wasa- 
ings. 

“When there is an hereditary predispo- 
sition to early grayness and lack of natu- 
ral olls in the hair a conscientious and 
regular application of water fosters this 
weakness. The tendency of dry hair is 
to grow coarse and therefore a constant 
use of artificial oils is necessary after 
every washing. The thing to do for stiff, 
hard hair that is going gray is constant 
brushing. In the fall of the year when 
the proper shedding of old hair can be 
expected and again in the early spring 
when the young growth comes on a soft 
light balloon brush is the only kind to 
use. This is the invention of a famous 
French coiffeur. The brush is made of 
fine flexible selected bristles so set in to 
the wooden back that A fully convex, 
instead of flat. brushing surface is pre- 
sented and by this arrangement the bris- 
tles run through the hair without tear- 
ing or breaking the strands as they go 
and yet they earry away all the loose 
lying dandruff en the surface of the scalp 
and all the dust that hangs in the tan- 
gled mesh of locks. 

“Brushing done in this way don’t hurt 
the most sensitive scalp, while if the pro- 
cess is carefully gone through once a day 
the head can be kept so clean that it ac- 
tually won't need washing more than once 
in two or three months. 

‘A woman who is delicately cleanly and 
ambitious to possess fine luxuriant sweet 
smelling hair should never fail to brush 
her scalp and then her length of locks 
every night before retiring. After the 
dusty day her hair and heard are as fuil 
of dust as an old unbeaten carpet and 
every bit of the deposit can be removed 
by going over her tresses and her scalp 
with clean white brushes and then braid- 
ing the locks in two loose tails down the 
back.. She will not only feel cleaner, but 
sleeps the better for the operation. 

“Of course, it-is all important for the 
brushes to be kept white as bristles can 
be bleached and the stiffest growth from 
a hog’s back won't endure constant wash- 
ing with soda, borax, ammonia or any 
of the greese dissolving alkalis that are 
advocated. Gasoline or naphtha are the 
proper cleansers for hair brushes. After 
they have been plunged in 4 bowl of 
either volatile lHquid and rubbed quickly 
one against the other, they should be set 
in the open air to dry and thus in ten 
minutes will be ready for use again. 

“A timid person, fearful of these in- 
flammable extracts from oil, can by @ 
slower but just as efficacious process clean 
her brushes in wheat flour. The receipt 
for this is to dip the brushes one after 
the other in a pan of flour and by_steadi- 
1¥ rubbing their bristle covered surfaces 
together successfully rub away all the 
grease and dust collected on them. 

“A head to be kept clean requires that 
the brushes he cleansed as often as three 
times a week, and now for washing the 
head itself. When I have the care of a 
head like this,’’ indicating the tresses un- 
der the hand, “I shampoo it in tepid wa- 
ter and pure castile soap once in six 
months, not oftener, and at the season

Strands. That is quite enough pruning. 
After a shampoo the hair is terribly dry 
and stiff and then I rub in a little of that 
precious brilliantine that a French chem- 
ist makes from the oil that nature sup- 
plies in the sheeps’ fleece. 

“It is very pige, nourislfing and very 
lightly perfumed and 1!00Ks like a jelly and 
costs a lot, but it brings the roughness 
out of hair unfailingly, After this treat- 
ment I show my patient how to brush her 
head properly every night and then once 
in six weeks, if she has been traveling 
or the weather is pretty hot, I give her 
head what i call a secondary cleaning. It 
is not a bit less thorough than the soap 
and water treatment, but it is far less 
heroic and I alternate between a cleaning 
with wheat flour and oné with naphtha.

HE weekly crop bulletin issued by 
Te weather bureau at Washington 

shows the condition of crops throush- 
out the country as follows: 

Nearly normal temperature conditions 
prevailed in the lower Ohio valley, east 
gulf states and along the immediate At- 
lantic coast, although some stations in 
the last named district show slight defi- 
cinecies. Throughout the greater part 
of the country the week averaged warm- 
er than usual, the average dally temper- 
ature excess ranging from $ degrees to 6 
degrees over the interior of the middle 
and south Atlantic states and portions of 
the Jake region. Over nearly the whole 
of the country to the west of the Missis- 
sippi river the average daily temperature 
excess amounted to more than 3 degrees, 
and ranged from 6 degrees to 11 degrees

along the immediate coast of New Eng- 
land and the middle Atlantic states, Over 
the eastern Rocky mountain slope the 
maximum temperatures generally ranged 
from 90 degrees to 100 degrees, those oc- 


curring from the 5th to the 7th in the | 


Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys 
being unusually high for the season. Min- 
imum temperatures below 40 degrees oc- 
cutred over the extreme northern portions 
of New England and the upper lake re- 
gion and in the northern Rocky moun- 
tein districts: over the southern portion 
of the lake region, in the central valleys 
middle Atlantic states and southern New 
England, the minimum temperatures gen- 
erally ranged from 4 degrees to 60 de- 
srees, and in the southern states from 
60 degrees to 70 degrees, except along the 
gulf coast, where they were above 70 de- 
grees, 

The seasonal temperature from March 
ist to June lith (103 days) continues defi-

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cient In northern New England and from 
the lower lake region southward to the 
east gulf coast, but on the middle Atlan- 
tic coast it is now slightly in excess 
of the seasonal average. A slight deficien- 
cy also exists In Oklahoma and western 
Texas, but elsewhere westward of the 
Mississippi, and also tn the upper lake 
region the seasonal temperature con- 
tinues above the average, the average 
daily excess ranging from 2 degrees to 6 
degrees from the upper Mississippi valley 
westward to the north Pacific coast, be- 
ing most marked in the upper Missouri 
and Red river of the north valleys. 

Heavy rains fell in ithern Georgia, 
northern Florida, over the northern por- 
tion of the east gulf states, southern 
Louisiana, western Tennessee, northeast- 
ern Arkansas, southern Missouri, southern 
Illinois, portions of northern Iowa and 
southern Wisconsin, central and northern 
Indiana and northern Ohio, heavy local 
rains also occurring over linifted areas in 
portions of the middle and south Atlantic 
states. Over the greater part of the At- 
lantic coast states from North Carolina 
northward, the greater part of the Ohio 
valley, portions of the central Mississippi 
valley, the upper Missouri and Red 
river of the north valleys, Texas, and 
generally throughout the plateau and Pa- 
cific coast regions the rainfall was below 
the average. No appreciable amounts fell 
over portions of the middie Atlantic states 
and southern New England, over the 
greater part of Texas and nearly the 
whole of the plateau and Pacific regions. 

SUMMARY OF CROP CONDITIONS. 

Heavy rains in the central and east gulf 
states, including portions of Kentucky, 
Tennessee, soutbern IlHnois and 
and northern Indiana, have retarded cul- 
tivation and in some sections caused in- 
jury to crops, while drought conditions 
continue tn the Dakotas, northern Min- 
nesota, eastern Montana and generally 
throughout the central and northern 
tocKky mountain Alistricts. Ratn is much 
needed over a large part of the middle 
Atlantic states. In the estates of the cen- 
tral valleys the conditions have been gen- 
erally very favorable to the advancement 
of crops, except where excessive rains 
have delayed cultivation, the general ab- 
sence of rain or only Heht: showers in 
Texas, proving especially beneficial, and 
affording much needed opportunity for 
cultivation. On the Pacific coast the 
weather conditions were generally favor- 
able except in portions of Oregon and 
Washineton, where iatn ts needed, 

The high average temperatures, with 
generally sufficient moisture, in the great 
corn states of the central valleys have 
been decidely favorable to corn, which 
has made rapid growth, although needing 
cultivation in some sections. In Mary- 
land, Virginia and portions of North Car- 
Olina and Texas corn is needing rain, 
while it has suffered from excessive rains 
in the central gulf states. In the Da: 
kotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin the out- 
look is unfavorable, as a result of the pro- 
tracted drought, although encouraging re- 
ports are received from portions of South 
Dakota and Wisconsin. 

Winter wheat harvest is now in prog- 
ress in central Kansas, southern Mis- 
souri and Virginia, and will begin in Ken- 
tucky this week. Except some lodging 
in Kentucky and Tennessee, and injury 
from rain in Arkansas, the reports gen- 
erally indicate that the crop has made 
satisfactory advancement during the 
week, although further deterioration 1!s 
reported from Michigan and in Ohio much 
will be cut for hay. On the Pacific coast 
the reports respecting wheat are generally 
fevorable, although some fears are en- 
tertained that the frost of the 9th caused 
injury in portions of Washington. Har- 
vesting continues in California and has 
begun in Oregon. 

The northern portton of the spring 
wheat region has received only scattered 
light showers during the week, and wheat 
in that section is in very poor condition. 
In North Dakota tge crop is thin and 
very weedy, and a considerable area in 
that state, and also in Minnesota is being 
plowed up for other crops. In South Da- 
kota and in southern Minnesota the out- 
look is less discouraging, although a poor 
crop is. promised. 

The prespect for a good oat crop con- 
tinues flattering, except in the drought 
area of the northwest, Shorr straw, how- 
ever, is reported from the middle At- 
lantic states, and local storms have 
caused injury to oats of rank growth in 
lowa, 

The hay_crop has been further improved 
in the principal hay sthtes, but the yield, 
as a whgle, will be light. 

As a result of the light rains in Texas, 
much of the state receiving no precipita- 
tion, cultivation has been vigorously push- 
ed and there has been a decided improve- 
ment.in the conditioa of cotton. Several 
days of fair weather are still needed, how- 


ever, to put the crop in a proper state of | 
cultivation in some parts of Texas. While | 
there is a general complaint of lice in | 
cotton over the central and eastern por- | 


tions of the cotton belt, the crop has made 
substantial progress, although quite gen- 
erally in need of cultivation. The least
